Belgians Triumph 
In Military Event 


Open Jumping Marks _Inter- 

American Show. Mrs. Whit- 

ney Wins Hunter Classes 

Lacking color and well-filled hunt- 
er classes, the Inter-American Horse 
Show, under the successful and work- 
manlike management of Maj. Frank 
L. Whittaker, found its brilliance in 
the spectacular open jumping events. 
The show was preeminent with the 
Belgian-U. S. Army team jumping 
competitions, held daily during the 
four-day show, and the inter-state 
jumping tests. A fault by Fort Ril- 
ey’s Masquerader, Lt. Sanford Scott 
riding, in letting a hind foot dip into 
the water of the last jump, was the 
deciding test that gave th crack Bel- 
gian invading team the Herald-'Times 


Trophy, emblematic of the military 
title, by a single point and a half. 
The score of 66 faults against 67% 
for the U. S. A. gave the Belgians 
their first leg on this magnificient 
eup. 


Following the first two days ecom- 
petition, the Belgians were well 
ahead of the Army’s team, but the 
disastrous showing in the Fort Myer 
Riding Hall, (when rain brought the 
show indoors), on Saturday, cost the 
Europeans their advantage, and they 
trailed by a single point going into 
the Sunday finale. For a time, it 
seemed, that the Belgians would be 
without their star jumper, Ibrahim, 
who refused to recognize America’s 
system of transportation, and was 
cut over the eye in an attempt to van 
him from Fort Myer, following the 
Saturday program. 

However, unknowing to the 8,000 
spectators, who waited for this ma- 
jor event of the final afternoon, Ibra- 
him was ridden the 12 miles over 
hard surfaced streets, mounted by 
Lt. Paul Mondron, outstanding mem- 
ber of the team, and went in to score 
a fine 8 point circuit of the 15 jumps 
in the twilight of the late afternoon. 
None of these jumps were under 4’- 
6” up to 5’-6"’, with a wide water and 
Liverpool included. It was a great 
feat, battered-eyed and all, and Ibra- 
him saved the day, for the first horse

Hunting has been bred 
in his blood until it is part of his very flesh and bone and it but needs 
this horn, it but needs the cry of the pack as hounds hit the line and 
go away to give a wild beat to his heart that lends courage to follow 
— the game may lead. 

s these horsemen assemble each fall they turn for support to 
Pi farmer over whose land they ride. Will he be sympathetic with 
a sport that brings horses over his fields, that leads hounds through 
his farm yard. If his blood is warm in his veins, if his nature 1s in 
tune with sport for sport’s sake, he will welcome hounds and horn 
when the pack goes by.

Northern Virginia will not be one of 
the farmer’s staple crops for’ the 


year. He must cast about for other 


crops to sow on his fallow land. 


There is still time for wheat to be 


sown in this section of the state if 


and only if, the season clears up and 
fair weather takes the place of the 
weeks of rain. Just so long as wheat 
is in the ground with some fair days 
to bring it to the surface, the crop 
for the year is safe through the win- 
time 
freezes and some years 


ter. It can be sown up to the 
the ground 
the season stays open until Thanks- 
giving. There is still, therefore, hope 
for those who have already bought 
their fertilizers, their lime and their 
seed. 


If the worst come to pass, and the 
downpours which have drenched the 
fields just as the farmer is begin- 
ning to commence seeding again, con- 
tinue, other things than wheat must 
be considered. A number of farm- 
ers are talking of sowing oats, but 
for some mysterious reason, oats are 
not one of this section’s best crops. 
Some years, yes, oats do very well, 
but in other years the farmer is 
lucky to get a yield that will pay 
for his labor. Oats are tricky and at 
best weigh about 26 lbs. to the bush- 
el and compete with western oats of 
36 to 38 pounds to the bushel. There 
are ,therefore, other and better con- 
siderations than oats. 


The land is already prepared for 
wheat and the farmer has grass in 
view at the end of his wheat crop. 
Then, the easiest thing to do may 
well be to wait until some time in 
the winter and then sow clover and 
grass. The result will be a good hay 
crop, grass, at least insured for the 
coming year. When sowing clover, a 
good clover seed from a reputable 
seed house will make all the differ- 
ence in the world on the type of 
yield. If clover and grass are to be 
sown, the land should be harrowed 
over during the winter before plant- 
ing. 


Another sensible move for the 
farmer who has already prepared to 
sow wheat, but is unable to do so, is 
to use his same fertilizer that he had 
purchased for wheat and put it on 
the land and sow in corn. It is not 
often that the weather is so wet, 
that the rotation of corn, wheat and 
grass cannot be maintained, and if 
the soil is amply supplied with fer- 
tilizer, no harm will result in going 
back to corn. It is really a bad sea-

MIDDLEBURG HUNT HOUND 

The five-day foxhound trials, held 
by the Maryland Foxhunters Assoc- 
iation at Bradley Farms, Potomac, 
Maryland, were run off as per sched- 
ule in spite of adverse weather con- 
ditions and one full day’s driving 
rain. 

Events opened on Monday, October 
18, with the derby class, for hounds 
whelped on or since January 1, 1936, 
which consisted of  eighty.three 
hounds from all over the United 
States, in fact, one young lady was 
there with two hounds from Idaho. 
Middleburg Hunt was represented in 
this class by three hounds, in charge 
of M. F. H. Dan Sands and Charles 
George, Whip. 

The start was made between the 
town of Potomac and the River. Al- 
though the pack got badly split up, 
with three or four foxes going at the 
Same time, the ten judges, all mount- 
ed, had a good chance to get a line 
on those hounds showing real abil- 
ity. 

At the end of the first day, two of 








Middleburg’s young hounds were 
still left in, one having been elemi- 
nated for so-called loafing.

I was moaning and sobbing yester- 
day because I did not have any ma- 
terial for my column, as I have been 
shut in with a filthy cold for so long 
and food tastes so much like saw- 
dust to me that I have no urge to dis- 
euss it. Sammy Sands was here and 
he gave me a recipt that he picked up 
in New Orleans last winter. It sounds 
perfectly delicious to me and not too 
hard to make. 

He was hungry and dropped into 
a little hole in the wall which was 
filled mostly by Mexican sailors and 
wharf hands. He asked the more or 
less greasy waiter to bring him the 
dish considered the best the place af- 
forded, and along came:— 

Mexican Chicken 

1 four pound chicken, diced 

1% cups ripe olives, chopped 

3 teaspoons salt 

2 teaspoons paprika 

3 teaspoons chili powder 

1% cups yellow corn meal 

1% cups stock 

1% cup rich milk. 

To stock and milk add all of the 
dry ingredients and cook ’till the 
eonsistency of porridge. Then stir 
in the chicken and the olives and 
pour into an earthenware baking 
dish. Bake thirty or forty minutes 
in a moderate oven and pass the fol- 
lowing sauce with it. Make a cream 
sauce, using stock in place of milk. 
Add a teaspoonfull of chili powder 
and just before serving add a table- 
spoon of shredded pimentos. This 
sauce should be reasonably thin. 
Along with this there was spanish 
rice (receipt below) french bread, 
avacado with garlicky french dres- 
sing and red wine. 

Sands said that this was one of 
the best meals he had ever eaten, 
and he enjoyed it notwithstanding 
the glares and whisperings that were 
directed towards him all during the 
meal by the tough customers around 
the place. A man will brave any 
danger to cater to his ‘‘innerds’’. 

SPANISH RICE 

Put a quart of water with a tea- 
spoonful of salt in it on the fire till 
it comes to a quick boil. Add a cup 
of well washed rice. The boiling 
Water will toss the grains of rice and 
prevent them from clinging together. 
Do not under any circumstances stir 
or touch the rice again till it is cook- 
ed. About twenty minutes cooking 
or ‘till the grains become soft (you 
can tell this by touching one grain 
with your finger) and have a thick 
look. Now you can do either of two 
things to make the grains stand 


apart and also be perfectly dry. One 
is to drain off the water and put the 
pot in the oven till all the moisture 
is absorbed, and the other is to put 
the rice in a collander and dash some 
cold water over it, shake it around

of boiling water till ready to serve, 
making sure the rice has had enough 
time over the hot water to be good 
and hot again after its cold bath. To 
make this into Spanish rice, all you 
have to do is to add enough Saffron 
Powder to turn the rice a pale yel- 
low.
